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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: there is insufficient disclosure of polynucleotides 
that have at least 95% sequence identity with SEQ ID NO: 8 and are capable of acting as a diagnostic marker. The recitation " an which 
is overexpressed in colon cancer tissue" has been entered, however it fails to provide evidence that Applicants were in possession of all 
the nucleotides embraced by the claims, as well as support the make and use of these variant and mutant polynucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 
8 in diagnostic methods. For inventions in an unpredictable art, such as cancer diagnosis adequate written description of a genus which 
embraces wildy variant species possession cannot be achieved by disclosing only one species with the genus. Applicants have not 
provided evidence of one species having at least 95% sequence identity to SEQ ID NO: 8. As in the instant application when there is 
substantial variation within a genus, one must describe a sufficient variety of species and attest to the common attributes or features of the 
elements possesd by the members of the genus. Description of a representative number of species does not require individual support for 
each species, but must include a representative number of species that are adequately described. For the reasons of record in the Final 
Rejection mailed August 1 , 2003 and reiterated above the 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph written description and enablement rejections are 
maintained. . 
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
